YESTERDAY'S DEVELOPMENTS.

Str. Lovis. Nov. 9.—The Grand Jury have 
been busy all day in the examination of a num 
ber of those distillers who have pleaied guilty, 
and also of several Western Union Telegraph 
operators who are now, or have been heretofore, 
receiving-operators for Washington dispatches. I 
is asserted on whatseems to be credible evi- 
dence that the substance of the distillers’ evi- 
dence before the Grand Jury was to the effect 
that, during the existence of the ring, they paid 
to Revenue Agent Joyce certain sums 
of money each week, which Joyce repre- 
sented was for certain officials high in 
authority at Washington. He did not tell them 
what officials, but they were satisfied that the 
money would be put where it would do them the 
most good, and that it was necessary to pay it in 
order to maintain the integrity of the Ring, 
and to purchase indemnity for themselves 
from all damage for their fraudson the rev- 
enue. All of them had implicit confidence in the 
ability of Joyce to stand between them and all 
danger. He always said the Government could 
not prosecute him or them without 
bringing disgrace on itself. It is said 
that the object in summoning the 
telegraph operators was to examine them con- 
cerning certain dispatches reported to have 
pessed between members of the Ring in thin 
city and revenue officials in Washington. The 
fact was published some time ago that 

CERTAIN MYSTERIOUS DISPATCHES 
had passed between Washington and St. Louis, 
and the charge was then made that an 2xplana- 
tion of those dispatches would prove the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy between the Ring here and 
parties in Wasbington. , 

It was expected yesterday that the Grand Jury 
would report to-day, and that other indict- 
ments would be filed in open court. But 
they were so engaged in the examination 
of important witnesses that they did not have 
time to report. It is understood, however, that 
one indictment was agreed on, that of 

D. B. MUNN, j | 
late Sapervisor of Interval Revenue for the 
Southern District of Illinois. It is charged against 
Mund that while acting as Revenue Agent he 
was detailed by the Government to come to St. 
Louis to investigate certain suspected frauds 
among the whisky men and revenue officials of 
this city. Munn came here and spent a week. 
was entertained with marked hospitality, aod 
went away reporting everything lovely 
here, while in fact he had actually 
made a number of discoveries of fraud. or will- 
fully been blind to certain irregularities, the dis- 
covery of which it were impossible to evade, 
thereby making himself a party to the conspiracy 
to defrand the Government. 

It seems to be the opinion now that it will be 
impossible to secure the indictment of anybody in 
Washington without the evidence of Joyce, who, 
it is claimed, can complete the chain of evidence 
now in possession of the Grand Jury by simply 
paming the parties to whom he paid 
the moneys received by him from the 
distillers. It ia thought that Joyce 
will be induced to tell the whole story, and the 
indictment of fevenue and other officials in 
Washington besides Avery is looked upon as in- 
evitable.

The Bittinger case was 
first argued, and Judge Krekel announced that 
he would reserve his decision until the 20th 
day of December, and ordered the defendant to 
furnish a pew bond within six days fram date in 
the sum of $10,000.

His course is 
doubtless based upon a previous understanding 
with Judge Treat, of this district, and also with 
the prosecuting officers of the Government, all 
of whom are acting in harmony and concert 
with reference to the whisky cases. 

ARGUMENT IN THE JOYCE CASE 
was opened by Counselor Lay, for Joyoe, who 
claimed that the fatal letter read on {pe trial 
was produced under such circumstances as to in- 
validate its force in any court, and it shoyid 
never have been allowed to go before the jury. 
He referred to the instructions given by Judge 
Krekel to the jury in regard to Joyce's discovery 
of revenne frauds, of which he was cognizant, 
and of the lapse of time after discovery before 
they were reported. Mr. Lay argued that the 
law did not require Revenue Agents to report 
such discoveries immediately, and that the in- 
structions of the Court on that point were 
erroneous. He claimed that the conduct of the 
prosecution had been unfair and improper, and 
that a conviction had been obtained by the ir- 
reguiar and outrageous manner in which wit- 
nesses had been examined, and, by a perversion 
of the evidence in the presence of the 
jury, the impression had been made that 
Joyce had actually been running ali the dis- 
tilleries in Mi i, while in fact the testimony 
which was introduced did not show that@oyce 
had received a dollar to which the Government 
was entitied, or that he had conspired with 
any other person to swindle the Government. 
Joyce had, in fact, acted more honorably than 
any one who was charged with complicity in the 
Whisky Ring. He might now be rusticating with 
Wilkerson 14 the Cordilleras, or away off 
somewhere with Sheeban, or, like those creepiug 
reptiles, Borugesser and Randleman, come 
with their perjured tongues into Court, or 
come as Feinman came, perjuring himself, and 
willing to do anything to save his property and 
save himself from the Penitentiary. 

DISTRICT-ATTORNEY BOTTSFORD 
followed on behalf of the Government, claiming 
that the jury was fully justified im their verdict, 
and that there was pothing which could properly 
induce the Court to graut a new trial. Con- 
spiracy bad been indubitably proven, both by 
direct and circumstantial evidence. re could 
be vo doubt in the mind of any one who heard 
the testimony that Joyce and Sheehan had 
conspired to defraud the Government of 
us revenue. All Joyce had to do to 
carry out his part of the conspiracy was to 
neglect to report to his superiors. This Joyce

New York, Nov. 9.—In conversation yester- 
day, a well-informed Brooklyn clergyman ssid 
that he thought the revival would be taken up 
in nearly all the churches after Moody and 
Sankey have finished. Mr. Beecher has already 
signified his intention of having a series of meet- 
ings, aod it is only the fear of detracting from 
the interest in the services of the evangelists 
that leads bim to delay until their departure. 
Charles M. Morton, of the Bethel of Plymouth 
Church, will also hold frequent meetings, and he 
believes that the revival has done very much 
good to the field in which he is laboring. The 
Rey. Dr. Cuyler will continue the work; Dr. 
Talmage constantly holds inquiry meetings at 
the close of his evening services, and it is be- 
lieved that the Rev. Drs. Budington, Duryea, 
Scudder, and many others, will go forward with 
the revival. The opinion was expressed yester- 
day that the prospects are that what has already 
been seen is Ouly the beginning of a great work 
in Brooklyn.

THE PACIFIC DISASTER. 
STATEMENT OF THE ONLY SURVIVOR. 

San Francisco, Nov. 8.—A dispatch front. 
Port Townsend this evening says Henry P. 
Jelley, supposed to be the sole survivor of the 
Pacific, brought here yesterday by the ship Mes- 
senger in a wretched condition, having beea on 
a raft thirty-six hours before being picked up, 
says the Pacific collided with some other vessel 
whose lights he saw, but in his iaterviews with 
Gukey, Captain of the Messenger, lasting twelve 
bours, he made no mention of the lights of the 
vessel, and some think bim laboring under hal- 
lucination as to that. Experienced navigators 
here think it more likely that she struck a sunk- 
en rock. Jelley makes a statement to the fallow- 
ing effect : 

Took cabin passage on the Pacifie from Vic- 
toria, leaving about a quarter past 9 on the 
morning of Thursday, the 4th inst. There 
were about 200 people on board. Steamed 
ali day against a southeaster, the crew 
constantly pumping water into the boats to trim 
the ship.

Men who have charge 
of our affairs are deeply conscions of the magui- 
tude of our interests, which they are resolved to

A BDiscouraging View of the Pre 
pects. 
Tothe Editor of The 3 Tribune : 

Morrrson, III., Nov. 8.—Since writing my last 
article, I have been through and examined a 
great many corn-fields and cribs ip this State 
and Iowa, and I find I was not far out of the way 
in saying that the corn crop of the Northwest 
would not average this year over 15 bushels of 
good sound corn to the acre.

But they cannot do 
it. One farmer, who had 160 acres, and bad got 
about 500 bushels in his cribs. found it was 
spoiling, stopped picking, and started out to buy 
young cattie to feed it to.

The wires were yesterday freighted with 
news of feafful disaster on the sea. Details 
of the foundering of the steamer Pacific show 
that the catastrophe was of a more lament- 
able nature than was at first reported. There 
were on board that vessel at the time of the 
disaster two hundred souls, and only one 
person, so far as known, lives to tell the 


sad story. His narrative is incom- 
plete, and fails to give a satisfac- 
tory explanation as to the cause 


of the accident. His sufferings and priva- 
tions while floating upon his frail raft for 
thirty-six hours, dashed about and often en- 
gulfed by the rough sea, are said to have 
sadly broken him down both physically and 
mentally. Upon the heels of the above dis- 
patch comes the announcement that the 
steamer City of Waco, at anchor off the port 
of Galveston, caught fire on Monday night 
and was entirely consumed. The pas- 
sengers and crew, some fifty in num- 
ber, are reported to have taken to the 
boats, and at last accounts yesterday evening 
no tidings had been received as to their fate. 
The sea was running high and the wind blow- 
ing a gale at the time. Another theory is 
that in the. terriblg sea running at the time 
it was impossible to launch the boats, and all 
on board were either swallowed up in the 
flames or sought death by jumping into the 
water.

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THE BIG SUBSIDY. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal cannot 
make the proposal to subsidize Col. Tom 
Scorr’s Texas & Pacific Railway any way 
more palatable to the country by denouncing 
the subsidy to the Union and Central Pacific 
Railroads as a monstrous swindle. Of course 
it was a swindle, to which a weak and corrupt 
Congress gave its consent. 

The very fact that that subsidy was an 
enormous robbery is the best of all reasons 
why the country will insist that no future 
Congress shall give its consent to the repeti- 
tion of the outrage. Because the country 
was robbed by a gang of plunderers building 
a railroad from Omaha to San Francisco fur- 
nishes no reason why the country should 
“equalize the benefits by yielding to the 
even more barefaced demands of another 
gang proposing to build a railroad from the 
Indian Territory through New Mexico and 
Arizona to California. 

The proposed railroad is practically the 
property of a construction company. The 
railroad company isa mere legal shadow,— 
without a dollar of money or a dollar of 
credit. The construction company—a dupli- 
cate of the Credit Mobilier—is to be the re- 
cipient of all the plunder. Congress made 
this company an enormous grant of land,—a 
free gift. The railroad company and the con- 
struction company together can borrow no 
money on the land. There have been built 
some 400 miles of detached railroads leading 
from various points westward. The main 
road is to connect with with all these and 
then Go West.”

Any 
one can figure up the amount of interest the 
Government will have to pay annually, and 
how much it will have to pay in the forty 
years. Compared with this, the subsidy of 
$54,000,000 to the Union and Central Pacifi 
Railways sinks into ‘insignificance. This 
subsidy would purchase all the West India 
Islands and several of the States of Mexico ; 
and yet it is proposed to pay this enormous 
number of millions to enable Col. Tom Scorr 
to build a railroad under a contract where the 
contractor swallows everything. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal insists that 
the United Siates will have a first mortgage 
to secure the interest, and the bondholders 
will have only a second mortgage for the 
principal. So the United States had a first 
mortgage to sccure its subsidy to the Union 
and Central Pacific Railroads, but the Credit 
Mobelier in that case was strong enough to 
have a second mortgage substituted for the 
first; and no one of the intelligence of the 
Courier-Journal will believe in the light of 
the past that if Tom Scerr can induce Gon- 
gress to vote him this subsidy at all, he will 
not be able, from the same weak and dis- 
honest Congress, to have his mortgages ar- 
ranged in any way that will suit his own 
interest and convenience. Where Oaxzs 
Ames succeeded, Tom Scort, with two hun- 
dred millions of the public credit in his hand, 
will not be likely to fail.

THE CITY'S FINANCES. 

The City Comptroller, during his recent 
visit to New York, negotiated a temporary 
loan of $1,500,000, in anticipation of uncol- 
lected taxes,at 7 per cent. With this amount 
he will take up previous loans of the same 
character. ’ 

While the city is thus compelled by the 
non-payment of taxes to borrow money at 
interest, it holds a large amount of valuable 
real estate, for which it has no use, which is 
unproductive, and which it can sell. There 
are now three railroad companies, two of 
them trunk lines to the East, which have no 
depot accommodations, and have to land 


their passengers in the open air. They are 


not permitted to erect a shed, nor will the 
city permit their occupancy of a part of the 
Exposition Building, for which a liberal rent 
is offered. 

The railroad companies offer to purchase 
the north end of what was once Lake Park 


for a passenger depot. The price once offered, 


was $800,000, and this the city refused. It 
is admitted that that sum would now be a 
fair price. The companies offer to purchase, 
but the city will not meet them. We have 
no question that if the Common Council will 
pass a resolution authorizing the Comptroller 
to sell that land for $800,000 a sale 
will be effected upon some terms. The 
sale of this property at that price 
would enable the Jomptroller to take 
up an equal amount of interest-bearing 
paper, and would add, with the improvements, 
$2,000,000 to the taxable property of the 
city. Unless the Common Council wish it to 
be understood that the purchasers of this 
land must first buy the Council and then the 
land, they will authorize the Comptroller to 
treat with the railroad companies, and at 
least get an offer from them. 

The refusal of the city to allow these rail- 
roads even temporary depot accommodations 
for passengers is a reproach to the commonest 
decency of civilization. A great city like this 
compelling the railroads to land and take up 
passengers on the tracks, exposed to all 
weathers, is a disgrace. 


A HOUGE DIVIDED AGAINST ITSELF. 

Until within the last few days it was sup- 
posed that the squabble between the city 
and county over the erection of a joint Court- 
House and City-Hall was definitely setiled, 
and that the two architectse—Mr. Tuaxzy on 
the part of the city and Mr. Eaan on the 
part of the county—were working together 
with the common aim of providing a hand- 
some, symmetrical, and creditable structure. 
It seems that the public have been deceived, 
and that there is, as a matter of fact, just as 
wide a breach between the city and county 
architects as ever, with the additional disad- 
vantage that the Gounty Commissioners have 
let the contract for the foundation of their 
part of the strueture, and that the work of 
excavation has been begun, on a plan which 
has not been accepted on the part of the city. 

Without any regard as to the merits of the 
controversy between the two architects, there 
is unquestionably a positive violation on the 
part of the County Commissioners of the 
contract which was entered into in behalf of 
the whole people by the city and county as 
far back as August, 1872. In consideration 
of the cession by the city to the county of 
the occupancy of a part of the temporary 
City-Hall and of the North Side lot on which 
the new Jail and Criminal Court rooms are 
erected, the county gave the city the perpet- 
ual use of one-half the public square, bound- 
ed by Randolph, Washington, Clark, and La- 
Salle streetg: Then was there a formal con- 
tract made for the joint occupancy of the 
square, and one of the stipulations thereof 


was that the general exterior design of said 


building shall be of a uniform character and 
appearance, as may be hereafter agreed 
upon by the Board of County Com- 
missioners and the Common Council of 
the City of Chicago.” In authorizing the 
beginning of the work, and in letting the con- 
tract for the foundation of the county part 
on @ plan not mutually agreed upon, the 
County Commissioners have acted in bad 
faith. 

There was a plan which was jointly adopted 
by the Common Council and the County 
Board,—Mr. Tuizy’s plan known as the 
Eureka, —but this is not the plan upon 
which the county is proceeding. The subse- 
quent quarrel over the choice of architects 
led, we believe, to a compromise between the 
friends of Messers. Tiruxy and Eean, and the 
former was elected City Architect and the 
latter County Architect. But Mr. Thier 
maintains that he ceded the rights which he 
claimed under the adoption of his plan by 
both the city and county only on condition 
that the new plans should be based upon the 
original Eureka,” which had been adopted, 
and which the popular sentiment favored. He 
also says that Mr. Eaax verbally accepted 
this compromise. Instead of joining their 
forces to produce a new plan on this basis, 
Mr. Ecan went on todraw plans independent- 
ly, put them into the County Board, and had 
them accepted. When Mr. Tur learned of 
this he made such modifications of the Eu- 
reka plan as would conform to two separate 
buildings on the square with some common 
point of union. 

Thus the case stands. Mr. Eaax's plan is 
a plain parallelogram for each building, leav- 
ing a space of from 30 to 40 feet running 
from Washington to Randolph, except an im- 
mense, tall tower between the two buildings, 
running up to a height of over 300 feet,

structure and seven-eighths of the dost of 


a dome might be erected to connect the two 
buildings, which would be seen only from 
two of the streets, and the two separate 
domes omitted. 

But if the city and county should proceed 
independently, each standing by its own 
architect, there will be two buildings without 
a single point in common, one with a dome 
and one withont, one several feet higher than 
the other, and utterly devoid of symme try,— 
in fact, a mere itectural botch, which 
will cost the people a good deal more money 
than if built on a common plan and with 
some slight pretense to harmony. In view 
of the fact that the tax-payers of Chicago 
pay the entire cost of the city’s part of the 


the county part, this treatment bythe 
County Commissioners is an extreme out- 
rage. It should be stopped just where it 
is. Chicago cannot afford to pay out 
$3,000,000 or $4,000,000 simply to pan- 
der to some personal favoritism and to 
secure in the end an architectural deformity 
which will disgrace the city. If the County 
Commissioners refuse to suspend operutions 
until this matter can be remedied, and the 
contract between the city and cdinty com- 
plied with relative to the uniformity of style, 
it will be well for the Citizens’ Association to 
step in and ask the courts to enforce a sus- 
pension until this shall be done. If the 
County Commissioners be allowed to go on 
upon an independent plan, the city, which 
has no money to begin operations now, will 
be helpless. It will then have to adopt 
the plans summarily forced upon it by 
the County Commissioners, no matter how 
badly they shall be suited to the 
city’s wants, or else submit to the 
architectural bastardy which two independ- 
ent buildings without harmony of plan will 
produce. Perhaps an interventidn of the 
courts for the enforcement of this contract 
will have the effect of persuading the County 
Commissioners to agree to undertake the 
building of the entire structure, giving the 
city a perpetual lease of half of it at a fair 
rental. This would be the best solution of 
the problem on many accounts. 


THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

The recent Congressional elections in Mis- 
sissippi, and in certain isolated districts to fill 
vacancies, have made no material change in 
the political complexion of the Forty-fourth 
Congress. The Senate has 43 Republicans, 
including the new Senators from Michigan, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, who, 
though elected against caucus nominees, will 
still act with the Republicans; 28 Democrats, 
and 2 Indep&ndents,—Boorn, of California, 
and Hamruton, of Texas. The House has 
175 straight Democrats, 105 Republicans, and 
11 who are set down as Independent. The 
Detroit Tribune, canvassing the probable at- 
titude of the Independents, divides the House 
on a party vote by 182 Democrats to 112 Re- 
publicans. The majority in either House, on 
one side or the other, is so large that the In- 
dependent tes will never be able to exer- 
cise any distinct influence of their own. 

Fortunately, the two Houses of Congress 
never act together in joint session, except in 
the canvass of the Presidential vote, and 
never have a joint ballot. The Republican 
majority in the Senate is, therefore, a power 
for preventing evil if not for doing good. 
It may put the brakes upon any wild schemes 
started in the House, and rushed through 
with the aid of a dangerously large majority. 
This will be the chief work of the Senate at 
the next session,—to stand sentinel upon the 
army of lobbyists who will infest the House, 
and to refuse to sanction any legislation of a 
questionable political or financial character. 
The Republican majority in the United States 
Senate will have an opportunity this coming 
winter to do the party and the country 
more service than the combined political 
press and leaders outside. There is little 
doubt that more than one occasion will pre- 
sent itself when the patriotism of the Re- 
publican majority in the Senate may be exer- 
cised so as to gain the profound gratitude of 
the American people. 

The Republican minority in the House is 
stronger than its numbers would indicate, 
on account of the greater experience of its 
leaders. Of the 292 members of the present 
House, only 110 were members of the last 
Congress, and of the others only a few have 
ever been in Congress before. Of those who 
have had a Congressional experience, the 
great majority are Republicans, who have the 
additional advantage af such leadership as 
that of Brame, Kasson, Ganrrmip, Waxerer, 
Foster, and other men of character and par- 
liamentary adroitness. Upon a strict party 
vote the Republicans of the House cannot 
hope to prevail; but in the nymerous 
schemes likely to present themselves in- 
dependently of party sponsorship, sugh Re- 
publicans as we have named can use their in- 
fluence and experience to the great advantage 
of the public. 

The probable currency discussion that will 


and the treatment of the various subsidy- 
beggars who are already knocking at the 
doors of Congress, are the most important 
matters likely to come before the coming ses- 
sion. In the case of currency legislation, the 
Democratic inflationists will be powerless to 
throw the national finances and the business 
of the country into confusion and despair. 
The corrective of the Senate majority, and 
beyond that the veto of the President, will 
afford a certain protection against this dan- 
ger; but they will be exposed to the tempta- 
tion of ventilating their peculiar financial 
vagaries, and they may thus show the coun- 
try what may be expected from a thoroughly 
Democratic Administration and a majority 
in both Houses of Congress. In the mat- 
ter of appropriations, we do not knoy 
that there is amy objection to a 
strict Democratic 


ment, if there is no disposition to clog the 
wheels of the public service or dishonor the 
national faith, If the Government can be 


It is in a steadfast and vigorous opposition to 
these jobs that the Republican minority in 
the House and the Republican majority in 
the Senate can best serve the country. 

The choice of Speaker will largely deter- 
mine what may be expected from the Demo- 
cratic majority at the coming session. The 
contest seems to be narrowed down 
to Mesers. Rawpart, of Pennsylvania, 
and Kerr, of Indiana. They are the 
two extremes in the party,—Ranpa.u 
a wily politician, experienced in Congres- 
sional trading, and suspected of broad infla- 
tion ideas; Kerr an open, straightforward 
man, opposed to the whole political system of 
plunder, and a hard-money Democrat, If 
Mr. Kerr could refuse to go into caucus, 
there is little doubt but he could be elected, 
as it would be the manifest duty of the Re- 
publicans to vpte for him as against a man 
like Woop or Ranpaut. But the matter will 
undoubtedly be disposed of in caucus, where 
Mr. Ranpauu’s tactics may be able to defeat 
Mr. Kun. II choice is important, as the 
make-up of the committees is entirely in the 
hands of the Speaker, and as he is more pow- 
erful in giving direction to the action of the 
majority than a dozen men on the floor. 
From the selection of Speaker, therefore, a 
good idea of Democratic purposes may be 
gained. 


A TIMELY PROPOSITION. 

The ordinance introduced at the last meet- 
ing of the Common Council by Ald. Warer- 
maN, to abolish the office of City-Marshal and 
vest his duties in the General Superintend- 
ent of Police, is both timely and sensible, and 
should be passed without any unnecessary de- 
lay. There is no sufficient reason why such an 
office should longer exist, and there are 
numerous good reasons why it should be in- 
stantly abolished. We are already governed 
toomuch. There are too many sinecures 
filled with men who are living upon the city 
and doing nothing, and who cannot find 
any duties attached to their positions, 
even if they were disposed to labor 
in the service of the city. The 
office of City-Marshal is one of this class, and 
its abolition, therefore, while it would not in- 
fluence the effectiveness of the police in the 
least, would be in the interests of economy. 
The office was created simply to provide an- 
other place for office-seekers to reward polit- 
ical friends and concentrate political power. 
It is entirely superfluous. The city in the 
past has done without a Marshal, and it can 
in the future. It never has felt the need of 
one, and it does not now. He is merely an 
ornamental figure-head, and Mr. Duniap 
found that out before he had been im 
the office a week, and gonsequently 
resigned. It is an absurdity upon 
the face of it that there should exist two of- 
fices with precisely the same duties, that two 
men should be doing one man’s work, and 
that the city should be paying two prices for 
the same article. It is an absurdity. that the 
superior office of City-Marshal should be cre- 
ated and should be subjected to an inferior 
one; that a City-Marshal should be appointed 
as the head of the police force and find that 
he is bound hand and foot, that he cannot 
make an appointment or a removal without 
the acquiescence of his inferiors, and that he 
cannot issue an order and expect to see it ful- 
filled unless his inferiors are willing and it 
consorts with their purposes. Such a condi- 
tion of things does not tend to promote the 
efficiency of the police force; on the other 
hand, it is demoraiizing. With two men at 
the head of the police, pulling and hauling 
against each other, the discipline, corps 
d esprit, and vigilance of the police must be 
materially lessened. To work the police up 
to the maximum of their ability, they must 
be under the control of one resolute, deter- 
mined, and intelligent official, whose power 
is absolute, and whom they will fear and 
obey. This can never happen with two men 
in authority, each holding the same office 
with the same duties, and necessarily each 
one quarreling and wrangling witb the other. 
Every consideration, whether of municipal 
economy or of police efficiency, points 
to the absolute necessity of abolishing 
either the office of City-Marshal or of Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Police, and Ald. 
Waterman has made a very sensible move in 
his effort to abolish the former. If it is 
necessary to have a Marshal and Superin- 
tendent, why not have two Mayors and Comp- 
trollers, a double set of Aldermen ‘for each 
ward, and double up all through the City 
Government ? It would be just as consistent, 
and the necessity is just as pressing in the 
one case as in the other. 
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THE FAST MAIL-TRAIN LESSON. 
The statistics furnished by the Post-Office 
Department relative to the operations of the 
fast mail service are not calculated to impress 
the average St. Louisan with a feeling of 
hilarity, or to satisfy people outside of St. 
Louis that there is any truth in the bom- 
bastic pretensions made by that city as to in- 
crease of population and material growth. 
It appears from these statistics that the 
amount of mail matter received daily in Chi- 
cago from the East and Southeast averages

writing of any consequence. Chicago, there- 
fore, as a mail-receiver and distributor, stands 
seven times superior to St. Louis, and repre- 
sents a territory seven times as intelligent as 


to specie payments as a fact. 
cally the act has done nothing to 
restore specie payments. Beyond the oulti- 
vation of a healthy sentiment, and by the 
discussions that have followed, educating the 
country on the currency question, little has 
been accomplished. There has been no prep- 
aration made for resumption, though nearly 
a year has elapsed, and, as we said some days 
ago, the country is drifting along without any 
attempt to reach a definite result by definite 
means.

It is more than 
likely that the inflationists in Congress will 
oppose all measures lifting the currency 
question out of politics. The majority of 
these men desire to keep that question in 
politics, and will insist upon having it an 
issue in the Presidential election. It is not 
likely, therefore, that the next Congress will 
take any action before the Presidential elec- 
tion preparing the way for specie resump- 
tion. A sort of compensation for this mis- 
fortune may perhaps be found in the equally 
certain assurance that there will be no au- 
thority given for further inflation.

The New York Herald has been figuring up 
results of elections in the present and past 
years, and claims that the States show a Dem- 
ocratic majority of eight in the Electoral Col- 
lege. To reach this result it counts as Demo- 
cratic Connecticut, Florida, Indiana, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, and New Hampshire, having 
forty-six votes. The loss of any one of these 
States, except Florida, would change the re- 
sult, while the loss of them all would make a 
difference of ninety-two votes in the Electoral 
vote.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONER EATON, 
Specia: Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 9.—The Commis- 
sioner of Education has completed his fifth an- 
nual report. He bas in the preseut volume dis- 
carded all special papers, and confined the con- 
teats strictly to a review of educational work. 
The report proper covers 152 pages. The Com- 
missioner calls attention to the intimate rela- 


tions existing between the educational work and 


commercial prosperity, and points his allusion 
by citing the depression attending business dis- 
aster. He claims for the work performed in his 
office great value to all economists and poli- 
ticians, as well as to the teacher and publicist. 
The Commissioner states that it is gratifying to 
observe the increase of the determination of 
each State to take an 

ANNUAL CENSUS OF THE SCHOOL POPULATION. 
There has been an increase of 164,000 children 
during the year. Thirty-five out of thirty-seven 
States report the number of teachers; thirty- 
seven States and eleven Territories report the 
public-echoo. income, which shows an increase 
of $1,232,000, but only thirty-five States and 
nine Territories can show their school expendi- 
tures. There are enrolied in the public schools 
8,000.000 pupils. The average daily attendance 
is 4,500,000 ; the estimated popalation between 
6 and 16 years of age is 10,500 000. 

SCHOOL EXPENDITURES. 

The total income of the public schools in the 
States and Territories in 1874 was $82,000,000. 
The total expenditures for the States and Terri- 
tories was $74,000,000. The highest salaries for 
schvol-teachers reported is accredited to the 
Cherokee Nation, $225 monthly for male, 

monthly for female teachers. 
District of Columbia comes next, 
$113 and $75. Massachusetts shows 
a great disproportion—$93 and $33. 
COST PER SCHOLAR. - 

The expenditures in the year per capita of av- 
erage attendauce in the public schools is as fol- 
lows : Massachusetts, $20 ; Ohio, $14; Nebras- 
ka, $18 „Ru Island, $18 ; Connecticut, $19 ;

THE CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. * 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 9.—Architect Potter 
states that the roof of the Chicago Oustom-

THE LICK MURDER AT ST. PAUL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Pat., Minn., Nov. 9.—Joseph Lick, hus- 
band of Ulrica Lick, who was murdered Nov. 1, 
1874, was arrested to-day on complaint of Theo. 
Hayes, son of the murdered woman, charging 
him with the murder of two infants, twins, born 
three days after Lick’s marriage to Mrs. Hayes, 
in May. 1874. According to the boy's story, he, 
while in bed up-stairs, heard the babies cry after 
birth, aud was called by Lick to go fora nurse, 
Coming down stairs he heard both the babies 
again. On returuing with &® nurse, they botb 
saw the babies in a vessel of water, beads down, 
and drowning. The boy says the nurse will cor- 
roborate his story. swearing that the children 
were yet alive when she came in. The same 
story was ramored wnen Lautenschlager, Raap, 
and Mrs. Raap were tried for the murder of Mrs. 
Lick. The attorneys forthe defense wished to 
question Theodore on the subject, but the ques- 
tions were ruled out. The boy also declares bis 
belief that his mother, was killed by Lick, but 
the evidence produced Which condemned George 
Lautenschlager to death and Frank Raap and 
wife to imprisonmeot for life, was too directiy 
strong to be overborne by the boy's story. The 
boy also tells that Lick prepared for burn- 
ing the house be og to bis mother, 
which was heavily insured in proportion 
to ite value, which was burned on 
the night when Lick sent him and the other 
children to sleep in another house. Lick denies 
the charges, and says Theodore’s animosity 
comes from Mrs. Hayes’ deeding all her proper- 
ty to him (Lick) before marriage. Besides, the 
boy has been boarding lately with Mrs. Lautev- 
schlager, the wife of the man sentenced to death 
for the murder of Mrs. Lick, who has ever since 
the murder employed detectives to find or man- 
nfactare evidence et Lickin connection 
with the murder of his wife, or, failing in that, 
to establish as a fact what existed only in the 
gossip of ignorant neighbors, —that be murdered 
the twins, which, he says, were born dead.

A NEGRO MONSTER. 
New Fort Herald. 

New Broomrtecp, Pa., Nov. 6.— Sylvester Ste- 
veusun, a negro who came to Millersburg, this 
county, in the early part of the present year, bas 
been lodged in jail in this county, charged with 
the abduction, seduction, and subsequent inhu- 
man treatment of a girl, the daughter of Will- 
am Miller, proprietor of ahi hotel in the above 
Village. Stevenson was bired by Miller as his 
hostler soon after he appeared in Millersburg, 
and although he was a full-blooded specimen of 
bis race, with brutal features and missive frame, 
yet, owing to the possession of singular gifts of 
wit and humor, aud great musical ability, he Be- 
came quite a favorite in thejneighborhood. Pris- 
cilla Miller, aged 15 years, was an ex- 
ception to the general rule, however, and 
early formed a great aversion tothe negro. The 
girl, while possessing remarkable personal at- 
tractions, was not intellectually strong, owing to 
dome early ailliction, Stevenson, noticing that 
she shunned him and plainly expressed a dislike 
to him, lost no opportunity to obtrude if 
an her attention. This excited nothing More 
than passing comment in the family, and all rid- 
iculed Priscilla for her aversion to the hostler. 

About the ist of February last the girl started 
to walk to a neighbor's, about a wile distant, on 
an errand. It was quite late in the dsy when 
she started, but there was abundant time for 
her to waik the distance and return before dark. 
Night fell, bowever, and she had not yet re- 
turned, and her father, sup she 
bad stayed at the neighbor's until 
she was afraid to start back, proceeded 
thither to fetch her home. He learned, after 
reaching there, that bis daughter had started 
away an hour before. Mr. Miller became alarm- 
ed, and burried back only to find that the girl 
had not yet reached home, nor had not been 
seen or heard of by anyone, It was then re- 
membered that about halt au hour after Priscil- 
la started for the neighbor's Stevenson walked 
leisurely across a field to a piece of woods 
through which the girl had to pess. But as he 
bad been back some time, and was then engaged 
in doing up bis evening work as usual, a suspi- 
cion that he knew something of her disappear- 
ance did not gain much strength among the 
family. He was called and sharply questioned, 
however, but gave a cool and straightforward 
account of his absence, aud denied that be had 
seen the girl go away, or that he knew she was 


away. 

The negro remained about the hotel d 
the next day, attending to his work, as jolly an 
careless as ever. He slept in an apaitment in 
the stable, and about balf-past 8 went to bed, 
the night after the gir] disappeared. Next morn- 
ing he did not make his appearance as usual, 
and investigation showed that he had taken a 
horse and wagoo from the premises some time 
during the night, withont the knowledge of apy 
one about the house, and had gone no one knew 
whither. 

A search through the woods revealed several 
evidences of struggles among the leaves, and in 
one spot there were pools of blood. The negro 
could only be traced with the wagon a short 
distance from the village; but the following 
spring the wagon was found in the woods in the 
eastern boundary of the county, near the Susque- 
hanua River, aud the remains of the horse, «hich 
had been released from the vehicle and tied to a 
tree. Nothing was heard of Stevenson after- 
ward, and it soon became the geveral belief that 
he bad murdered the girl, made away with the 
body in some way, and then fled the country. 

About two weeks ago, however, news wag re- 
ceived by Mr. Miller, from Harrisburg, that the 
negro wasin that city, working in the Lochiel 
Iron Works. A warrant was made out for his 
arrest and placed in the hands of an officer, who 
was an uncle of the supposed murdered girl. 
Obtaining the aid of an officer in Harrisburg, be 
proceeded to the iron works. He learned that 
Stevenson had worked there, bat had removed 
to Turkey Hul, Lancaster County. The party 
reached the piace near miduight. They found a 
miserable hut where some twenty-five negroes 
were packed together, bavingadance. Steven- 
son was not there, however, but one of the 
negroes directed the officers to another hut near 
by, where he said Stevenson lived. They pro- 
ceeded to the spot indicated and effected an en- 
trance. They found Stevenson lying on the 
floor with toe missing girl in his arms. Her 
arms were tied bebind her and her feet strapped 
together. When she saw the entrance of the 
officers she seemed to divine that it was aid for 
ber, and she shouted, as ahe attempted to get 
upon her feet. 

The negro started up and drew a razor, but 
the presentation of a revelver at his head caused 
him to retreat from his defiant position, and he 
threw the razor on the floor and surrendered. 
The gir] was released from the rope and straps 
which d her, and she seemed almost wild 
with joy. She had not recognized her uncle at 
first; but when she did she threw her arms 
about his neck and begged to be taken home. 

Stevenson was taken to Harrisburg, aud the 
next day brought here and lodged in jail. He 
declares that the girl expressed a willingness to 
go away with him, and that he met ber in the 
woods by appointment. She consented to be 
hidden iu a cave or crevice in the rocks until be 
could join her. He had supplied her with food, 
he said, the night they were searching for her 
in the woods. He accompanied a party to the 
woods and showed them the spot where the girl 
was concealed. His story that her going with 
him was voluntary the whole attending circum- 
stances disprove. A wad of cloth and a soiled 
bandkerchief were found at the cave where the 
girl was hidden, which * is 0 — were 
used as a 40 preveat crying ou 

As „ can be gained from the confused 
account given by the girl, whose mind is much 
more derap than when she went away, it 
would seem that she has been habitually bound 
every day, no doubt to 2 — the — — 
ber making her escape. 6 are no marks 
beating on het person, but her wrists and ankles 
are badly braised and calloused. From the 
statements made by parties at Turkey Hill it 
seems Stevenson gave the people to understand 
thet the girl was bis wife and that she was crazy,

of view, which to others, who have not been fol- 
lowing the same road, may appear sudden and 
surprising. Be this as it may, the views I now 
entertain on such subjects as the plurality of 
worlds, cosmic evolution, the supervision and 
control of tue universe, the infinities amid which 
we are placed, and eo forth, are altogether un- 
like those which I indicated in my Other Words 
than Ours.’ aud others of my works.” The exact 
nature of this change of view Prof. Proctor will 
indicate in these lectures, the first of which was 
given this evening at Horticultural Hall. The 
subject was The Birth and Death of the 
World. Prof. Proctor said : 

Laptes AND GENTLEMEN: It behooves all men who 
have occasion to address a wide public (whether on the 
platform or through the press) to indicate clearly the 
position in which they stand with regard to matters of 
public intereet whereof they may have occasion to 
treat—to suffer no misapprebensions to exist on such 


points, either through the doubtful nature of their 
own words, or because of incorrect inferences from 


— with intensity of heat —in fact, when it was 
i agun. A series of pictures illustrating the pres- 
ent condition of the sun was shown, and many more 
illustrated the condition of the earth in from 
ber former sunlike coadition to that an orb re- 
sembling the planet Jupiter, still too hot, as his 
mighty cloud-enveiopes show, to support life as we 
know it, but so far cooled as no longer to emit an 
intense light like the sun. Curious speculations were 
suggested as to the varying condition of the earth 
during this stage of her past history. Perhaps the 
most interesting was that relating to the probable com- 
mencement of life upon the earth, the lecturer mani- 
festly leaning to the theory of the spontaneous gener- 
ation of both vegetable and animal life, though he ad- 
mitted that as yet the scientific evidence for the spon- 
taneous generation of life is imperfect and unsatis- 
factory. As regards the development of life after its 
first beginning on the earth, he adopted n 
ly the doctrine oi biological development, as the on 
natural sequel of astronomical development, an 
touched on the probability, or at least the possibility, 
that the future development of life on the earth 
would lead to the existence of higher forms of ani- 
mated beings than any at present known. There was 
something melancholy in passing on from hopes such 
as these to the following decay of life upon the earth, 
and the gradual coming on of the time when ber sur- 
face is to be the abode of death. A series of new illus- 
trations presenting the condition of planets and other 
orbs in various stages of their progression toward ocos- 
nucal death, illustrated this part of the subject, end 
even more awful, nay appalling, was the picture of the 
tremendous time-interval during which the earth will 
circle around the sun as an inert mass—not only life- 
less at the inning, but no longer possessing that 
potentiality of life which existed in her substance be- 
fore life appeared upon her surface. 

The lecture was illustrated by abont fifty views, 
illuminated by means of the oxyhvdrogen lan- 
tern. The greater number of these illustrations 
had been constructed expressly for the lectures 
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owner, who recently soid a ship to a Frenchman, found 
that heavy fees, amounting to prohibition, had to be 
paid before his ship could obtain a register in that 
country.

A SATISFACTORY TEST. 

A successful experiment was made with the 
McIntyre patent respiring apparatus at Nos. 226, 
228, and 250 South Water street yesterday af ter- 
noon. There were present Chief, Beuner and 
several members of the Fire Department. The 
building is a three-story brick, formerly used as 
a pork-house, but now vacant. In the first story 
had been placed three salamanders, filled with 
etraw, bay, shavinys, sawdust, sulphur, arsenic, 
and salted hay, tobacco stems, and every other 
imaginable combustible.

At 3:35 Mr. William McIntyre, 
the inventor of the respirator, adjusted his 
apparatus, bolted up-stairs, Sonne * the top 
story, thrée stairs high. and one of the 
windows, in one minute, and was down on tbe 
sidewalk again in ove minute and two seconds, 
and having breathed in an atmosphere in which it 
would be simply impossible to live without the 
aid of some artificial means. The chemical en- 
gine then played upon the smoking and blazing 
salamanders, and at 3:40 the fire was out. The 
windows were now opened, and the smoke con- 
tinued fo pour out for some time. The fires were 
extinguished just in time to answer an alarm 
from the West Side, u here a small fire had start- 
ed, buf was speedily put out. The experiment, 
as far as the respirator was concerned, was a 
success, but several persons in the crowd wished 
that Babcock hado’t burst ber bose and sprinkled 
them with its frothy contents.

THE CHARGE MADE BY THE * PILOT.” 

The Chicago Pilot, a few days ago, contained 
a savage article, making severe allegations 
against Sheriff Agnew, going sv far as to charge 
him with the direct murder of an inmate of the 
Jail named Healey, who was committed on the 
Coroner's warrant, to be held asa witness in 
the Martin murder case. A portion of the article 
in question was published in this paper 
Monday. Mr. Agnew, feeling aggrieved 
at the charges, went before the Grand Jury and 
secured .the indictment of the publisher of the 
Piiot for libel, as aiready no in these col- 
umns. 

A Trisuye reporter was detailed yesterday fd 
examine into the truthfulness of the charges of 
the Pilot. The Sheriff waa the first one seen. 
He said he knew nothing of the man Healey be- 
ing committed until informed that be was dead, 
aod had never refused his brother permission to 

see him. 

Luke Agnew, the Jail Clerk. stated that Healey 
was brought into the Jail Friday afternoon, the 
29th ult., on a mittimus. He was stabborn, and 
inclined to resist the officers, but was fivally 

rsuaded to a cell-door, and put in by force, 

t no harsh means were used. After he had 
been in awhile, about 5 o’clock some one came 
to the outside door, and desired to see the prix- 
oner. Luke refused to admit him, nes 
was after hours; the man afterward d 
be was a brother of the prisoner, and 
may have said something about sending 
forad Agnew had sent for Dr. Henrotin 
an hour ous, and came back to the Jail in 
the evening and found the prisoner quiet, and 
left him sleeping at 9 o'clock. 

John Brennan, ove of the watchmen, con- 
firmed the cierk's story, adding that he assisted 
in putting the prisoner in his cell, and, seeing 
that his mind was affected and that he was ir 

reat nervous excitement, placed s his 
Scor to wait on him. He saw that he had de- 
lirium tre and offered him liquor twice, 
but he refused to take it. He went for Dr. Heu- 
rotin in person twice, once to his office, and 
again to his house. 

The other attaches of the Jail substantiated 
the above version of the prisoner's reception 
aod treatment. and the Pilol’s article was doubt- 
lesa made out of whole cloth. At least there 
was no brutality of any kind toward the pris- 
oner, and he appears to have been cared for 
with more than ordinary attention by the officers 
of the Jail. But whether he was treated well or 
ill, it is certain that Sheriff Agnew had nothing 
to do with the matter in any form whatever, 
knowing nothing of the case until the day after 
the man died.

Prof. M.—Any poison introduced into the sys- 
tem must naturally run with the circulation of 
the blood. In this way it is liable to cause death 
or permanent injury. 

THE GENERAL RESULTS. | 
Rep.—Have you any knowledge of cases where 
death has resulted from these causes? 

Prof. M. -I know of no case where death has 
resulted. I know, however, this poison is capa- 
ble of doing it. The fact is, peopie generally 
notice these things and cut off the cause in time 
to prevent death, but not always the permanent 
injury which is liabie to result. 

p.—Is there any other mineral poison that 
might be used which would have the same effect 
as arsenic ? 

Prot. M.—Corrosive sublimate—this has been 
used in some preparations. 

ALL ANILINE COLORS POISONOUS, 
Rep.—Which are the most poisonous of the 
aniline colors, in your estimation ? 

Prot. M.—in my estimation the brighter colors
